It is probable, however, he 
added that the total will be larger than 
$1,800,000,000 contemplated in the orig- 
inal measure, and if it is found that 
more money is needed, another bill 
will be drafted at the next session of 
congress. 

Many members believed further ef- 
forts to make the bill total $2,245,000,-

Regardless. of Secretary McAdoo’s 
estimate, Mr. Lenroot announced. to- 
night he will seek to have stricken from 
the bill the taxes on light and heat.

GREAT CAMPAIGN 
FOR LIBERTY LOAN 
URGED AT CAPITAL 


Washington. May 17.—Representa- 
tives of the federal reserve banks and 
treasury officials in direct charge of the 
task of floating the liberty loan were 
virtually unanimous in .the opinion 
that a tremendous campaign must be 
successfully carried on within thé next 
twenty-seven days if the liberty loan 
is to meet with the over-subscription 
which officials hope for. 

Predictions that the big issue would 
be over-subscribed several hundred 
per cent, made on the face of the first 
returns of estimates of banks as to 
the probable amount they and their 
customers would take, have not —— 
terialized thus far.

Twelve Out of 32 Division- 
al Cantonment Camps for 
Draft Army Will Be in 
Southeastern Department.

Washington, May 17.—(Special. )—The 
mobilization of a million soldiers this 
year will lead to the construction by 


the government at an early date of 


thirty-two cities of wooden buildings, 
each town of which will be the home 
of twenty-two thousand men. 
camps, or 264,000 men will be in the 
southeastern department, commanded 
by General Leonard Wood. 

Atlanta and Fort Ogiethorpe have al- 
ready been selected, it is generally un- 
derstood, for division headquarters. Kt 


is also possible that a naval military | 


camp will be constructed near Savan- 
nah. War department officials believe 
the south is the best place for these 
all-year-round camps. 

As was announced in these dispatches 
several weeks ago, six hundrd million

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Says High School Boys 
Have Profited Greatly by 
Voluntary Training —D. 
Allen Russell Appointed 


Director of Home Gar- 
dening. 


Compulsory military training as a 
part of the school program was urged 
in a letter to the board of education 
from- Professor W. F. Dykes, head of 
the Boys’ High school, and read at the 
monthly meeting of the board yester- 
day. 

The board referred the letter t 
committee on schools and teachers for 
further investigation this summer. 

That the proposition will receive fa- 
vorable consideration was intimated by 
Major Robert J. Guinn, president of the 
board, in statements made after the 
board meeting adjourned. 

Professor Dykes, in his letter, said, 
in part: 

“About two-thirds of the high school 
atudents have availed themselves of the 
training that has been given them for 
the past three months. Much interest 
has been shown by the boys and their 
parents. No objection whatever has 


been made to it. 

“after a sufficient trial of military 
training, Iam fully convinced that our 
Boye should be given a regular course 
in military training, and that some 
credit should be given for it for gradu- 
ation. 

„ desire to recommend most heartily 
the introduction of military training as 
a remular part of the course of the 
Boys’ High school, beginning next Sep- 
tember. I recommend, also, that, to 
make it of the greatest value, it be 
made compulsory.’ 

Tryout Successful. 

About four months ago Professor 
Dykes asked that military training in 
the high school be given a tryout on 
the voluntary basis. For three months 
about 800 students of the high school 
have voluntarily reported for drills in 
the afternoons. 

The local Young Men's Christian as- 
sociation was given permission to wage 
a campaign through. the principals of 
the various city schools to get the 
schools to put swimming teams in a 
mammoth swimming meet to ve staged 
at the F. M. C. A. from June 11 to 16. 
Grammar schools, scout troups, high 
echoole and military organizations will 
compete in swimming meets at the 
local Y. M. C. A. during this time, it is 
planned.

Ill or in Good Health, 
Every Man of Right Age 
In State Must Register 


While full details of the manner in 
which the registration of men for se- 
lective draft is to be made have not 
been made public, communications from 
Washington to Adjutant General J, Van 
Holt Nash, who wlil supervise the 
registration in Georgia, show that 
provision will be made for such men 
as find it impossible for sickness or 
some other legitimate reason to regis- 
ter. 

The president’s proclamation will 
probably contain a clause to the ef- 
fect that men who, on account of ill- 
ness, cannot appear in person to regis- 
the clerk of the 
superior court or the city clerk, in 
towns of more than 30,000 population,
